SECTION  B 


LABORATORY  FACILITIES. 

Bacteriological  work  has  been  carried  out  at  the  Southern  Counties 
Laboratory  at  Bournemouth.  The  new  County  Laboratory  was  opened 
at  the  close  of  the  year  so  that  all  bacteriological  work  for  this  district 
will  be  carried  out  there  in  future. 

AMBULANCE  FACILITIES. 

These  are  adequate.  Infectious  cases  are  removed  to  the  Isolation 
Hospital  by  the  ambulance  stationed  at  the  Hospital,  while  non- 
inf  ectious  and  accident  cases  are  removed  to  the  Cottage  Hospital  by 
the  new  Hospital  ambulance  (acquired  in  April)  which  is  stationed  at 
one  of  the  garages  in  the  town. 

NURSING  IN  THE  HOME. 

The  Dorset  County  Nursing  Association  have  3 Queen’s  Nurses 
resident  in  the  Borough  to  attend  to  the  needs  of  the  Borough  and 
surrounding  parishes  in  the  Bridport  Rural  District.  During  the  year 
they  attended  117  surgical,  236  medical,  30  midwifer3'  and  41  maternity 
new  cases.  The^^  attended  13  dental  clinics,  21  ante-natal  clinics,  14 
operations,  16  child  welfare  clinics.  8,936  total  visits  including  192  to 
surgical,  559  to  midwifery,  818  to  maternity,  608  to  ante-natal,  603  to 
casual  cases  and  6,331  general  visits  were  made.  I am  indebted  to  Mrs. 
Reynolds,  the  local  Hon.  Secretary,  D.C.N.A.,  for  the  above  statistics.

14  samples  from  wells  and  the  main  were  taken  for  bacteriological 
analysis  and  2 for  chemical  analysis. 

There  was  a slight  shortage  of  water  at  West  Bay  during  August 
and  September. 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

All  new  drains  have  been  water  tested  and  several  old  drains  smoke 
tested  and  renewed  where  found  defective  As  regards  the  new  sewage 
treatment  plant,  mentioned  in  last  year’s  Report,  a beginning  was  made 
when  a chloronome  capable  of  dosing  the  sewage  with  liquid  Chlorine 
up  to  a rate  of  20  parts  per  million  was  installed  on  the  main  sewer  in 
the  Council  yard,  South  Street.  The  chloronome  was  housed  in  a small 
building.  Chlorine  is  supplied  in  gas  cylinders.  The  main  sewers  were 
dosed  with  bleaching  powder  before  the  chloronome  was  put  into  opera- 
tion. Chlorination  was  only  used  during  the  summer  months.  To  house 
the  sedimentation  tank  the  East  Beach  was  chosen  and  trial  bore  holes 
made.  The  results  of  these  showed  that  this  site  was  unsatisfactory  and 
negotiations  are  now  going  on  for  the  acquisition  of  another  site.  The 
Council  have  decided  to  clorinate  the  effluent  from  the  sedimentation 
tank  and  to  barge  the  sludge  to  sea  To  stop  hooding  at  West  Bay  it  is 
proposed  to  reduce  the  storm  hows  m the  main  sewers  and  to  discharge 
storm  hows  to  sea  after  they  have  been  reduced.  This  discharge  to  sea 
will  be  provided  by  a pumping  station  on  the  main  sewer  at  West  Bay, 
and  capable  of  delivering  a maximum  storm  how  through  the  existing 
sea-outfall  against  the  highest  known  tides. 

RIVERS  AND  STREAMS, 

There  has  been  no  change  since  last  year’s  Report. 

CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION. 

The  whole  area  is  on  the  water  carriage  system. 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

3622  loads  of  refuse  representing  2022  tons  were  collected  from  1975 
dust  bins.  One  30cwt.  motor  lorry  with  a driver  and  2 men  is  employed 
continually  and  a 30cwt.  motor  lorry  is  hired  4 mornings  per  week  in  the 
collection  of  household  and  trade  refuse.  No  charge  is  made  for  the 
latter.  30  tons  of  tins  were  salvaged  and  baled.  The  rest  of  the  refuse  is 
burned  in  a destructor  where  2 men  are  continually  employed  and  a third 
works  part  time.  As  the  destructor  is  34  years  old,  the  Council  may  have 
to  consider  replacing  it  in  the  very  near  future.  Street  cleansing  is  carried 
out  by  5 road  sweepers  with  street  orderly  hand  carts.  4.31  miles  are 
swept  daily,  1.55  miles  3 times  weekly,  2.32  twice  weekly,  and  1.18  once 
weekly.

CAMPING  SITES. 

The  only  camping  site  in  the  area  is  situated  at  West  Bay  and  is 
owned  by  the  Council.  It  is  a large  stretch  of  grassland  of  18  acres  area 
and  marked  out.  Water  is  laid  on  by  stand  pipes  to  ever^^  part.  There 
is  a permanent  building  containing  16  water  closets,  2 spray  rooms  where 
the  water  is  heated  by  electricity  and  2 rooms  containing  hand  basins 
for  washing  up.  The  whole  camp  is  supervised  by  a resident  super- 
intendant.  Refuse  deposited  in  ash  bins  is  collected  daily  by  the  Council. 
From  April  to  September  6197  campers  used  the  camp.  1240  of  these 
were  encamped  on  August  2nd.  During  the  6 months  269  caravans, 
1375  cars  and  tents,  211  combination  and  tents  and  91  tents  only,  were 
accommodated  in  the  camp. 

SMOKE  ABATEMENT. 

Several  observations  were  taken  but  no  Statutory  Notices  were 
issued.

All  the  schools  get  their  water  from  the  town’s  mains.  The 
sanitary  conveniences  are  all  of  the  flush  type.  The  Head  Teacher 
informs  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  the  presence  of  infectious  disease 
among  the  school  children.  Enquiries  are  instituted,  literature  distributed 
concerning  the  disease,  intimate  contacts  are  excluded  from  attending 
school,  but  no  school  was  closed  for  infectious  diseases  during  the  year.

SECTION  F. 

PREVALENCE  OF,  & CONTROL  OVER,  INFECTIOUS  & OTHER  DISEASES 

There  were  20  cases  of  Infectious  Diseases  notified,  9 of  these  being 
Tuberculosis,  3 Pneumonia,  3 Scarlet  Fever,  1 Puerperal  Pyrexia  and  1 
Diphtheria.  From  the  schools  there  were  44  cases  of  Measles  notified 
during  June  and  7 cases  of  Jaundice.  The  latter  showed  intestinal  signs 
and  symptoms  but  no  causitive  organism  could  be  discovered.  No  cases 
of  Measles,  Whooping  Cough  or  Influenza  were  admitted  to  hospital. 
There  has  been  no  change  in  the  hospital  accommodation  since  the  last 
Report.  No  action  was  taken  to  provide  artificial  immunisation  against 
Diphtheria  nor  in  regard  to  the  use  of  Measles  Serum  for  Prophylaxis  or 
Attenuation.  Disinfection  is  carried  out  at  every  house  where  there 
has  been  a case  of  Infectious  Disease  notified,
